REPORT   ON  EDUCATION. 

The  Committee  on  Education  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following 
report: 

GARRETT  BIBLICAL  INSTITUTE. 

We  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the  Nineteenth  Annual  Report  of 
this  Institution,  and  mark  with  great  pleasure  the  evidence  of  its 
constantly  increasing  success  and  usefulness;  and  we  emphatically 
recommend  to  the  young  men  of  our  church  who  contemplate 
entering  the  Ministry,  that  they  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages 
of  the  thorongh  course  of  study  for  which  Garrett  Biblical  Institute 
makes  provision. 

We  desire  also  to  call  attention  to  the  literary,  theological,  and 
religious  utility  of  the  "Theological  Union,"  which,  during  the  past 
year,  was  an  occasion  of  scarcely  less  interest  than  our  Annual 
Conference  gatherings;  and  we  not  only  heartily  endorse  its  pur- 
poses, but  express  the  hope  that  our  Conference  may  be  largely 
represented  in  its  future  meetings. 

The  Committee  decline  making  any  recommendation  of  Visitors 
to  Garrett  Biblical  Institute — preferring  that  the  Conference  shall 
decide  whether  such  visitors  shall  be  appointed  or  not.

To  facilitate  the  labors  of  the  agent  in  securing  the  necessary  funds 
for  the  prosecution  of  the  enterprise,  we  offer  the  following  resolu- 
tions. 

Resolved,  1st.  That  we  will  make  a  special  effort  on  children's  day,  to  bring  the 
claims  of  Hamlin e  University  before  our  people,  and  devote  the  collections  of 
that  day  to  the  building  fund  of  said  University.

REPORT  ON   CENTENNIAL. 

Your  Committee  on  National  Centennial  beg  leave  to  make  the 
following  report. 

We  believe  that  the  Centenary  year  of  our  nation  ought  to  be, 
and  can  be,  made  an  epoch  in  the  history  of  Minnesota  Metho- 
dism. The  interest  that  is  in  greatest  need  of  help  among  us,  is 
that  of  Education.  This  should  receive  immediate  and  earnest  at- 
tention throughout  the  entire  Conference. 

One  hundred  thousand  dollars  would  place  our  beloved  Univer- 
sity on  its  feet,  complete  the  building,  and  remove  all  encumbrance 
from  the  property.  Encouraged  by  the  wonderful  success  with 
which  God  crowned  our  efforts  during  the  Centenary  year  ot  Meth- 
odism, we  believe  that  the  same  may,  by  the  use  of  proper  means, 
be  realized  in  Minnesota;  therefore, 

Resolved,  1st.  That  the  Centennial  of  our  nation  be  made  an  epoch  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  Conference,  and  that  our  people  everywhere  be  invited  to  make  a 
Centennial  offering  for  the  purpose  of  removing  the  indebtedness  from  the 
property  of  Hamline  University,  and  that  their  subscriptions  for  this  offering  be 
entirely  independent  and  separate  from  all  former  subscriptions. 
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Resolved,  2d.  Tliat  $100,000  be  the  amount  asked  for  from  the  14,000  or  more  Metti- 
dists  of  the  state,  and  that  the  patrons  have  the  privilege  of  making  their  sub- 
scriplions  payable  in  three  annual  installments  ;  the  first  to  be  paid  when  the 
subscription  is  made. 

Resolved,  3d.  That  as  an  inducement  to  subscribe,  a  lithographed  picture  of  the 
building  be  obtained  by  the  Agent,  and  presented  to  every  subscriber  giving  $6 
or  over. 

Resolved,  4th.  That  a  Centennial  Festival,  in  the  interests  of  Hamline,  be  held 
by  every  Society,  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  Centennial  year  begins,  the  net 
proceeds  to  be  forwarded  immediately  to  the  Agent  to  apply  on  the  indebtedness 

Resolved,  5th.  That  all  the  educational  collections  taken  within  the  Conference 
this  coming  year  be  applied  for  the  benefit  of  Hamline  University. 

Resolved,  6th,  That  the  second  Sabbath  in  June,  known  as  Children's  Day,  be 
especially  noticed  by  decoration  of  the  churches  with  flowers,  by  securing  the 
attendance  of  the  children,  by  appropriate  addresses,  and  by  applications  for  aid. 

Resolved,  7th.  That  our  Preachers  everywhere  seek  among  the  people  for  pri- 
vate bequests,  as  a  Centennial  offering  to  Hamline  University. 

Resolved,  8th.  That  the  Agent  of  the  University  be  requested  to  keep  the  sub- 
ject before  the  people,  by  sending  out  circulars  and  documents  from  time  to  time, 
as  may  seem  best. 

Resolved,  9th.  That  our  Educational  Anniversary,  at  the  next  Conference  ses- 
sion, be  held  on  the  University  grounds.  That  efforts  be  made  to  secure  the  at- 
tendance of  the  laymen  and  citizens  at  that  time,  as  far  as  possible.  That  the 
Edrkatioual  Committee  be  requested  to  secure  addresses  at  that  time  both  from 
members  of  the  Conference  and  from  some  prominent  speakers  outside  of  the  Con- 
ference, and  that  the  largest  number  of  laymen  and  citizens  be  called  out  on  that 
occasion,  we  recommend  that  the  programme  be  thoroughly  published  before- 
hand, and  distributed  among  the  people.

First,  We  hold  that  the  traffice  in  the  use  of  intoxicating  drinks, 
as  a  beverage,  is  a  crime  against  society,  of  vast  magnitude,  call- 
ing for  the  most  strenuous  efforts  of  all  the  friends  of  morality  and 
religion  for  its  complete  suppression. 

Second,  The  Remedy :  We  urge  all  moral,  social  and  political 
influence  within  our  reach  for  its 'overthrow  and  extripation.  We 
will  preach  against  it,  pray  against  it,  vote  against  it ;  organize  the 
children  into  a  temperance  society  :  also  co-operate  in  some  prac- 
ticable way  with  all  legitamate  agencies  and  organizations  that  aim 
at  its  overthrow. 
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We  believe  that  in  this,  as  in  all  great  moral  reforms,  the  Church 
of  Christ,  the  Truth  of  the  Gospel,  and  the  spirit  of  God  are  the 
great  forces  upon  which  we  are  to  depend  for  success  ;  and  we 
urge  our  church  and  ministers  to  an  immediate,  earnest  and  per- 
sistent use  of  all  legitimate  means  for  its  accomplishment.

REPORT  ON  CHURCH  EXTENSION. 

Your  committee  make,  this  report.  The  anniversary  of  the  So- 
ciety was  held  on  Friday  evening  of  the  Conference,  and  was  ad- 
dressed by  Brothers  Copp,  Galpin  and  Day,  also  by  Brother  Car- 
hart  of  Texas  Conference,  and  by  J.  R.  Creighton  the  correspond- 
ing Secretary  of  the  Conference  society.  The  meeting  concluded 
with  a  collection  of  $31,24.  Five  hundred  and  seventy-one  dol- 
lars and  twelve  cents  has  been  received  from  the  several  charges, 
which  with  the  collection  gives  the  sum  of  $602,36,  an  amount  of 
$58,14  cents  less  than  last  year. 

There  are  147  charges  in  the  Conference,  of  these  102  have  ta- 
ken a  collection,  45  have  not. 

The  parent  Board  offered  this  Conference  $3,000  on  the  condi- 
tion it  would  raise  $1,500.  We  are  sorry  we  have  come  so  far 
short. 

Your  Committee  recommended  that  the  collection  for  this  cause 
be  taken  early  in  the  year  and  forwarded  to  the  proper  authorities. 

A  paper  for  the  trustees  form  of  certificate  is  in  our  hands  which 
is  to  be  printed  in  the  Conference  minutes.  We  recommend  its 
adoption,  as  follows  viz.

Bro.  Wm.  McKinley,  of  the  Annual  Conference,  was  introduced, 
and  extended  an  invitation  to  the  Lay  Conference  to  visit  the  an- 
nual Conference  in  a  body.  On  motion,  the  invitation  was  ac- 
cepted, and  10  o'clock  to-morrow  fixed  as  the  time  for  the  visit. 

Sept.  1 8. 
Lay  Conference  met   at  8:30  a.  m.      The  Secretary  was  author- 
ized to  procure  a  record  book  for  the  Conference,  and  a  collection 
amounting  to  $2.70  was  taken  to  pay  for  the  same. 

Bro.  B.  W.  Howe,   government  Indian  teacher  at   Leech  Lake, 
called  attention  to  his  work,  and  he  following  resolution  offered  by 
him  was  adopted. 
Resolved,  That  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  be 
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requested  to  establish  a  Mission  among  the  Chippewa  Indians  at  Leech  Lake,  in 
this  State,  as  soon  as  possible. 

A  collection  was  taken  for  the  benefit  of  this  Mission,  amounting 
to  $7.30. 

The  following  resolution,  offered  by  J.  S.  Bean,  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  conviction  of  the  Lay  Electoral  Conference  of  Minnesota 
that  no  change  in  the  manner  of  selecting  our  Presiding  Elders  is  desirable  or 
expedient. 

Resolutions  1  elating  to  church  finances,  the  abolition  of  District 
Conferences,  the  abolition  of  the  office  of  Presiding  Elders,  and  the 
merging  of  General  Conference  Societies,  were  laid  upon  the  table. 

The  Conference  in  a  body  then  visited  the  Annual  Conference 
pursuant  to  arrangement,  and  was  welcomed,  on  behalf  of  the  An- 
nual Conference,  py  Rev.  Wm.  McKinley. 

W.  S.  Drew,  the  President  of  the  Lay  Conference,  responded. 
After  singing  and  prayer,  the  Conference  adjourned  sine  die.
